In fact, in 
the most trifling details of his life he carried. out his 
Christin principles, and treated the humblest people he 
employed as if they were his personal friends.

which with ‘a little courage on the part of the 
Government might have ceased to scourge the 
district. It is to the credit of Miss Gertrude 
Tuckwell, a young lady who devotes herself to 
the good work of seeking to ameliorate the 
conditions of life of the poorest, that public 
attention is ‘thus called to a labour scandal in 
our midst. 


In the Photographic Grcup 

which I reproduce there are four of the lead- 
blinded victims of the pottery trade, while the 
two men are suffering from lead-paralysis, 2 
common enough feature of pottery life. One of 
the most shocking features of lead-poisoning in 
the Potteries is the high percentage of mere 
children who are attacked by the lead. Four 
deaths have taken place within the last few 
months ; and it is not long ago that a girl died 
in convulsions after being smitten with paralysis, 
blindness, and lunacy. The six operatives whose 
pictures are given were refused admission by the 
Home Secretary at the ome Office on the 
ground of their afflictions. It is quite certain 
that until the use of raw lead is prohitited there - 
will be a repetition of these piteous cases. It 
should be stated that there are shops in the 
Potteries where harmless glazes are in use.
